A CIVIL ENFORCEMENT ACTION, SUIT, OR PROCEEDING

Ted Cruz for Senate and Bradley Knippa in his official capacity as treasurer
(“the Committee) and Senator Rafael Edward “Ted” Cruz (collectively, “Respondents”)
hereby consent to toll the statute of limitations for any civil enforcement action, suit, or
préceeding that the Federal Election Commission (“Commission”) may commence in
connection with matter under review (“MUR”) 7001, 7002, 7003, or 7009, pursuant to
52 U.S.C. § 30109(a)(6), until the Commission issues a “Final Audit Report of the
Commission” with respect to the Committee, or one hundred twenty (120) calendar days
from the date this agreement is executed, whichever occurs first.

This agreement extends the five-year statute of limitations at 28 U.S.C. § 2462,
and any other statute of limitations or repoées that may be applicable in these matters, by
the number of days until the Commission issues a “Final Audit Report of the
Commission” with respect to the Committee, or by one hundred twenty (120) days,
whichever is less.

There shall be no additional consent to extend the time to commence a civil

enforcement action, suit, or proceeding without the written consent of Respondents.
